Sold 
Except By Whole­ 
salers. 
Recently the bn w<rs of Ohio, Penn­ 
sylvania and West Virginia entered in­ 
to a com pact by which after July 1 
they will sell no more kegs 
of 
the 
size called eights, four-gallon, or pony 
kegs. 
Saloonkeepers will be unable to ban 
die beer in less quantities than eight 
gallon kegs. The saloonkeeper 
is al­ 
lowed under the United S tates revenue 
laws to sell liquors or beer in quanti­ 
ties of less than five gallons and it will 
be necessary to take out a wholesal- 
er’s license to sell beer in the sm allest 
packages which he can obtain after 
July I, towit, «ight gallons. Failure to 
do so lays him liable to a fine of $100, 
to pay thi! wholesaler’s license of $50, 
and a penalty of one half the license, 
or $25, making a total of $175. 
The brewers have decided to go en ­ 
tirely out of the four gallon keg bus! 
n**ss because of the loss In cooperage 
It has been their experience that 
tin 
four-gallon kegs have been taken out 
by parties who go picnicking and

other such outings and not returned,
